Judge Charles Henry McCaushand, 
$8U year old veteran of the Civil Wa 
died at midnight Wednesday night at 
the Berkeley General Hospital as a 
result of a stroke suffered over a 
week ago. He had suffered three 
strokes since the break in his health 
wus noted several weeks ago after 
he was struck but seemingly not in- 
jured by a street car. 

McCausland was born in Maine in 
1846 and at the outbreak of the Civil 
War enlisted in the Second Minnesot- 
al Infantry. He saw considerable 
fighting in many big battles, but was’ 
never wounded. He migrated to Ore- 
gon in the early pioneer days, re- 
moving to California 27 years ago. 
He lived in San Francisco until 15 
years ago, when he came to San 
Pablo, where he has since resided. 
He will be mourned as one of the 
most belpved and most respected 
citizens, by old and young with whom 
je endeared himself. 

During his active years he engaged 
4s a contractor, but in his late years. 
although an old man, he was alert to 
the progress of events and with the 
people around him. Since the death 
of his wife two years ago, Judge 
McCausland resided with his grand- 
daughter, .Mrs. Ione Howell in San 
Pablo, whom the McCauslands had 
raised as their own child. He was 
justice of the Peace of San Pablo for 
several years. ; 

Judge McCausland is survived by 
six children, 27 grandchildren, & 
greatgrandchildren, and 1 great, great 
grand child. The children are: 

Mrs. Cora. English, of San Pablo; 
Frank A. McCausland, of Cloverdale; 
Charles E., of Oakland: Fred E., 
of Oregon City, Oregon; George, of 
San Pablo; and Harold W., of Berk- 
eley. 

McCausland was one of the six 
members of the G. A. R. in Rich- 
mond, of which post he has_ twice 
been commander. At the time of his! 
demise he was officer of the day. He 
was also an honorary member of the 
United Spanish War Veterans and 
the Veterans of Foreign Wars.

The acquiring of this Hotel will have a stimulating influence upon the business  in- 
terests of Richmond as well as supplying a great civic need. It will be a Mecca for the traveling public 
as well as the center of our social activicies. 


The Chamber of Commerce, with the co- operation of other civic organizations engaged the 
leading Hotel advisors and financialists, the Hocken bury System, Inc., of Harrisburg, Pennsylvania, to 
make a thorough and scientific stitvey of the local situation. This investigation proved conclusively that 
the need is real. “The report submitted to the Committee recommended the building of a modern, fire- 
proof Hotel of seventy-five rooms, containing adequate lobby and dining-room space for a. city such as 


Richmond. 


As a result of these recommendations, the Richmond Communiy Hotel, Incorporated, has been 
formed. This Corporation will be composed of Richmond's leading public spirited citizens. The 
Charter provides for three thousand shares of 7 per cent cumulative, full paid Preferred Stock of the par 
value of $100.00 per share, being Preferred both as to dividends and assets, and a like number of shares of 
Common Stock, with no par value.

The Preferred and Common Stock will be sold in a 
unit of one share of Preferred Stock and one Share of Common Stock for $110.00. The Preferred 
Stock is 7-per cent cumulative, from the date of issue, while the Common Stock will participate in one- 
half the net prefyts over and above the operating and fixed charges and after payment of the dividends 
on the Preferred ‘Stock. 


The terms of payment for stock will be m ost liberal—will extend over a period of ten months.

The building will te of fireproot 
construction, with brick exterior amd) 
with brick and stone trimming. The | 
exterior will be made as distinctive | 
as possible with the treatinent ot 
light-tinted brick and stone columns 
on the ground floor 

The hotel will be built) on the! 
vacant lot at the northeast corner) 
of Tenth street and Nevin avenue, | 
and will have the main entrance on 
Tenth street. The doorway will have 
a marquis covering it and a vestibule, 
which iin turn will lead directly into} 
the lobby with the desk at the right 
On the left will be a spacious lounge 
and to the rear of the lobby the! 
elevator and entrance to the dining 
rooms. 

On the ground floor on the Tenth 
street side, in addition to the en 
trance, will be the lobby, lounge, cof- 
fee shop and oa osmall store room 
On the Nevin. street side well be 
two store rooms. The dining rooms 


and kitghen will be in the rear and 


will be lighted by an crouamental 
skylight as well as the side windows. 
The ground floor is so planned as 
to give the desk proper observation 
of everyone entering the building as
